Lewis was identified by the girl. 
Police regarded the girl’s story as 4 
climax to the apparent epidemic of 
similar assaults perpetrated in and 
around Chicago within the last few 
days. Eight girls have told of at- 
tacks in that time. Asa result of their 
charges two men are in custody and 
eleven are being sought. 


Girl Accuses Salesman. 
Detective Sergeants Cornelius Keat- 
ing and John Cannon, cruising 63d 
street in a police flivver, came upon 
the latest victim weeping bitterly be- 
neath the elevated tracks at Sanga- 
mon street. The girl lives with her

“Who hurt you?” the

Police inspecting 
the store later found chairs over- 
turned and desks twisted around, in- 
dicating that the girl had attempted 
to fight off her captors.

Halt Is Called 
By Coolidge on 
Poison Alcohol 


Paul Smifth’s, N. Y.. Aug. 13.—{Spe- 
cial.] — President Coolidge let it be 
known through his official spokesman 
today that he is opposed to the “ pol- 
soning ” of industrial alcohol and As 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury Win- 
ston has ordered the discontinuance of 
the use of poisonous formula. 

The President has received 
of protests again®t the practice on the 
ground that many deaths have resulted 
and that, with the widespread sale of 
alcohol by bootleggers and the large 
quantities of industrial alcohol diverted 
for beverage purposes, the poisoning of 
the product might conceivably affect 
a large section of the population. 

Bundles of newspaper clippings, let- 
ters of protest and other correspond- 
ence relating to the treasury depart- 
ment order have been forwarded by 
the President to the treasury. 


[ FEDERAL CHEMISTS’ WORK | 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 13.—[Spe- 
cial.]—It is not surprising to officials 
here that a wave of death, blindness, 
and insanity due to poisoned hootch 
is sweeping the country when Uncle 
Sam himself is dealing out the killing 
drops in an attempt to stem the flow 
of illicit liquor. 

Under government regulations, 
adopted when every other scheme to 
check its diversion into bootleg chan- 
nels had failed, industrial alcohol is 
now denatured with deadly poisons 
ranging from wood alcohol to benzol, 
pyridines, and even TNT, and in the 
hands of unskillful or careless boot- 
leggers the stuff becomes veritable 
“coroner’s cocktails.” 

Brig. Gen. Andrews, assistant secre- 
tary of the treasury in charge of pro- 
hibition enforcement, returning from 
Europe the other day, branded these 
reports as “ wet” propaganda, and de- 
nied that poisons Gre used as de- 
naturants. . 

More Effective Poison. 
evidence, however, appears 

o be the regulations .themselves and 
the admitted fact that the prohibition 
unit’s chemical staff is working night 
and day in the search for more effect- 
ive poisonous denaturants. 

The most popular denaturization 
formula yet devised from the prohibi- 
tion unit’s standpoint, and probably 
the drinker’s, is known as formula 
No. 1, set forth in detail in the re- 
cently published Appendix 61 to the 
“regulations and formule for dena- 
tured alcohol.” 

This prescribes wood alcohol, ten gal- 


gallons of pure grain alcohol and adds 
for good measure, or as a humanitarian 
move probably, a half gallon of kero- 
sene. Chemists agree that it is prac- 
tically impossible to redistill such a 
concoction skillfully enough to extract 
all of the wood alcohol. 
Blinds if 1t Does Not Kill. 

Recause this poison lurking in the 
mixture is colorless and odorless, it was 
thought best to add a trifle of kero 
sene as 2 sort of a warning signal 
Redistilled, however carefully, it is as- 
serted that probably 3 per cent of the 
wood alcohol will remain, and the dan- 
ger is apparent when it is understood 
that a teaspoon of wood alcohol in a 
pint of liquor will blind if it does 
not kill, 

ite formulz were those known as Num- 
bers 2 and 6, the first prescribing two 
gallons of wood alcohol and a half gal- 
lon of pyridines for each 100 gallons 
of pure alcohol, and the latter demand 
ing the use of two gallons of benzo! 
and a half gallon of kerosene. 

Discarded as Too Safe. 


er quantity of wood alcohol 

Another of the formulz, 
No. 3, calls for the addition of five gal- 
lons of sulphuric ether; two gallons of 
kerosene, and one gallon of pyridines 
or aniline oil to every 100 gallons of 
pure alcohol. 

Formula No. 4 prescribes two and 
one-half gallons of benzol, one-fifth of 
a gallon of steam distilled pine oil, and 
one-half gallon of nitrobenzol or ortho 
nitro tuluol to every 100 gallons of 
grain alcohol. Ortho nitro toluo!, more 
commonly known as TNT, may be de 
pended upon, as {ts name would indi- 
cate, to produce a terrific cocktail 

The demand of the enforcement 
agencies is constantly for more deadly 
concoctions, apparently on the theory 
that it is illegal anyhow to drink it 
and that the peril should be made

Mrs. Gibson Gives 
Story in Court. .;

Somerville, N. J. Aug. 13.—{Spe 
cial }—Mra. Jane Gibson; picturesque 
“pig woman,” who is the state’s ace 
in the revived investigation of the 
Hall-Mills case, took the witness stand 
here today and named the persons she 
Swears were at the scene of the alay- 
ing of the Rev. Dr. Edward W. Hall 
and Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills, his choir 
singer, four years ago near New 
Brunswick, N. J. 
The persons she saw at the murder | 
scene were, she declared, Mrs. Frances 
Stevens Hall, widow of the alain 
rector; Henry De la Bruyere Carpen- 
der, her cousin, and “ Willie” Stevens, 
her brother. 

Puts Finger on Carpender. 
Rising from the witness chair in open 
court, in the course of the preliminary 
hearing of the murder case, Mrs. 
Gibson, former circus rider, stepped — 
down and walked to where Carpender 
sat. Thrusting forward a stubby fin- 
ger, she touched his arm and said 
she had seen him, a “glistening 
thing” in his hand, standing at the 
crime locale. Then, she added, there 
had been the report of a firearm; then 
three others. 

Mr. Carpender, a broker on the New 
York Stock exchange, smiled. The 
“ pig woman ” resumed her seat. Eas 
ily, she ran through her story of 
how she had witnessed the double mur- 
der as she sat-astride Jenny, her mule. 
The woman in gray, at the acene of the 
tragedy, she testified, was Mra. Hall. 
The bushy haired man, whom she had 
hitherto mentioned only under that de- 
scriptive was “ Willie” Stev- 


ens. 
Two Held Without Bail. 

Mrs. Gibson, unshaken under cross 
examination, made her dramatic iden- 
tification at the hearing held for Mr. 
Carpender and Stevens. They were 
arrested at New Brunswick yesterday 
and held without bail on the charge of 
murder. 

Mrs. Hall, already arrested, is at 
liberty in $15,000 bail. She also is 
charged with the murders. Assistant 
Attorney General Alexander Simpson, 
appointed by Gov. A. Harry Moore to 
conduct the new inquiry, placed before 
County Judge Frank L. Cleary the 
stories of witnesses which led to the 
arrest of Mrs. Hall and her two kins- 
men.

Rutherford was killed by a shot from 
the gun of Stanley.

Referendum 


New York, Aug. 13.—[{Special.)— 
Supreme Court Justice Crain today up- 


| held the legality of the state referen- 


‘dum on prohibition. He denied« the 
petition of Mrs. Helen M. Albert, as a 
| taxpayer, for a temporary injunction 
restraining the board of elections and 
‘other city officials from placing the 
referendum on the ballot at the fall 
elections. 

In a long opinion Justice Crain held 
that, even though an expression on 
| the subject of prohibition by the people 
of the state may if literally inter. 
peted be futile, it is not unlawful, 
and that the statute providing for the 
‘referendum is in no sense wnconsti- 
‘tutional. 

“Its constitutionality,” he said, 
‘does not depend upon its utility or 
futility, its folly or wisdom. It de- 
pends upon whether it is, within the 
constitution of the state, in reality a 
legislative act, and whether, if it be 
one, it is in ferms outside of the 
powers conferred upon the legisia- 
ture.”’ 

After a discussion of the prohibition 
controversy Justice Crain expresswi 
the opinion that “there is exeellent

reason to believe that the law assalied 
will in reality serve an importan: 
and beneficial end, in that°it will be 
the medium for the ascertainment. of 
the sentiment of the people, not merely 
on the subject of prohibition, but more 
specifically on the question as to the 
modification of the Volstead act.” 

“The act assailed is an exercise of 
legislative power because it confers 
rights and imposes duties which, but 
for it, would not exist. It gives to 
the qualified voter a right at a Kiven 
time and in a prescribed way to indicate 
his views upon a designated question -- 
a right which, but for it, he would not 
have. 

“The Volstead act is not an wun- 
changeable or unrepealable statute 
The power that made it can repeal it

“Mother,” said one of Mrs. Felix 
Hughes’ sons on an evening when we 
were sitting together on the heights 
that overlook the great river at Keo- 
kuk, “just what was Orion Clemens’ 


‘pecupation when he lived here? 

Mrs. "Hughes, mother of rampant, 
romantic, rebel Rupert and of Felix the 
ginger and of Howard the now gone 
inventor, replied in her tentative way, 
“Why, he was @ kine of a lawyer, 
wasn't he?” 

Felix the singer laughed and patted 
the lady’s hand. “ Mother,” said he, 
“you've hit it. That's just the kind 
of a lawyer Ke was!” 


Brother of Mark Twain. 

From Hannibal to Muscatine, which 
fs 120 miles as the crow flies, you hear 
more stories about Orion Clemens, who 
was Mark Twain's elder brother, than 
you hear about Chief Keokuk or Mr. 
Justice Miller, Keokuk lawyer, whom 
President Lincoln appointed:¢o the 
- United States Supreme court and whom 
men called “the greatest constitutional 
lawyer since Joseph Story,” or even 
about Mark himeelf. 

Orion died 29 years ago, but his mem- 
ory, like many of his intellectual! stir- 
rings, still is green. Old men will say 
to you as you yarn along with them 
about him, “ He was the darndest fool 
and the honestest man I ever knew! ”’ 

He lived in several towns along the 
west bank of the river, and in each and 
every one of them-“he became the 
crowned specimen of village idiot. But 
village philosopher and village helper 
also; at everybody's beck and call, and 
printer, editor, lawyer, chicken rais- 
er, and what not—mostly what not— 
more eager to serve niahkind free than 
for price. He could write, too; helped 
Mark in the composition of ‘“ Roughing 
It,” and was a fluent, forcible speaker. 


Not Entirely a Fool. 

The keenest deprivation Mark Twain 
inflicted on a world that treated him 
well was not putting Orion into @ 
book. Orion was willing, and onc:, 
only a few days before his death in | 
Keokuk, knowing the genera! scheme 
of a tale his brother had on the stocks, 
he wrote him, “TI would fit in as a fool 
character.” Then he went on to 
sketch the kind of fool he was, but 
not all fool, he pleaded, and offered 
this precious pagsage in extenuation 
of many fooleries: 

“When a farmer took my 
father’s offer for some chickens 
‘under advisement’ till the next 
dayy I said to myself, ‘ Would 
Napoleon Bonaparte have taken 
under advisement till the next day 
an offer to sell chick- 
ens?’”’ 

For putterers—like me—there is 
sharp chastisement in that. 

His Famous Church Report. 

One of the classic Keokuk stories 
about Orion concerns the written report 
ke made when he was treasurer of the 
Congregational church. Big Bill Sage 
of the State Central Savings bank and 
the Iowa State Insurance Company 
Mutual—second oldest insurance com- 
pany west of the Mississippi; founded 
1855—told it to me and swears it's 
true. ‘Tis short. 

Orion rose in meeting and submitted 
his annual report as chur¢h treasurer. 
It ran: 

“Receipts, $1,827.34. 

“ Expenditures, $1,798.76. 

Balance, $28.68. 
“Ain't got it. Must have spent it.” 
Another time Orion's wife, going 

away for the day, warned Him she was 
leaving his midday meal en a plate 
in the pantry. She also left on a lower 
shelf a pan of dough that was to rise 
in due time. 


Luncheon Seemed Heavy. 
Returning at night she asked, “ Did 
you find your lunch? 
“ Yep.” 
“ Was it all rignt?” 


Once Orton, financed by Mark, 
started a chicken farm in Keokuk, 
selling to the citizenry for $1.25 a pair 
fowls that it cost $1.60 a pair to raise. 
The experiment lasted two years, at 
the end of which it had cost Mark 
$6,000. Then he closed out and shut up. |

In the hardsome 
directors’ room of the remodeled struc- 
ture Mr. Sage—do you catch that “ Mis- 
ter,’ Brother William?—Mr. Sage has 
hung the priceless portrait in oils of 
Mark which shows him at the age of 
22. In it he wears a winged collar, 
and a stock, and auburn locks, and 
side whiskers! The face that later 
became so leonine is here heavy and 
stodgy. 


His Attack on Roosevelt. 


On the third floor of the building, near 
the spot where Mark used to set type, 
are displayed the printer's case at which 
the great man worked and his compos- 
ing stick, and over the case hangs, 
framed, that withering interview on 
Theodore Roosevelt which he gave 
Tue CHICAGO TRIBUNE in March, 1908 
—the blast containing the phrase, 
“this showy charlatan” and prophe- 
sying what the colonel, whom Mark 
loathed, would do ‘after he has done 
hunting other wild animals heroically 
in Africa with the safeguards of a 
park of artillery and the advertising 
equipment of a brass band.” 

However, we must push on from 
Keokuk, although I could write an- 
other piece about it which I think 
would interest you—so many interest- 
ing people and things did I encounter 
there.

The law declares that all commer- 
cially valuable minerals and precious 
stohes are the property of the nation, 
including coal, which had not been so 
declared by previous laws.- The pre-

American mining men will Be more 
or less at sea until the laws have been 
interpreted and actually applied. Ap- 
parently existing concessions+will be 
affirmed or new concessions issued to 
cover such grants, although hereafter 
“foreign corporations under no cir- 
cumstances can obtain such (mining) 
concessions.” Foreign individuals may 
obtain concessions only by waiving the 
protection of their home governments, 
in eo far as their Mexican investments 
are concerned. 


Provides Heavy Fines. 


The new laws cover with great de. 
~ tail the granting and management of 
mining concessions. An elaborate sys- 
tem of inspection and supervision by 
government agents is set up. Heavy 
fines will follow failure to comply with 
the various réquirements. Concessions 
will be forfeited unless a stipulated 
amount of work is done on them. 

In granting new concessions of all 
kinds preference will be given to Mex- 
ican citizens: It is required by the 
new laws that 90 per cent of the work- 
ers of any mining concessions must be 
‘Mexican citizens, and that from 50 to 
8 per cent of the technical forces, 
such as engineers and chemists, shall 
be Mexicans.

Building con- | 
struction this year is 15 per cent, 
ahead of last year. 

Mr. Hoover has. been assisting in. 
making readjustments in the cotton’ 
spinning industry which have pro- 
duced an improved situation noted in 
the last six weeks. 

Prices for agricultural products are 
improving, the weak spots in the agri- 
cultural industry being chiefly those 
in which drought has affected crops. 
Mr. Hoover advised the President that 


there is room for improving the credit 
facilities open to farmers despite all 
the legislation there has been on this 
subject. Numerous credit agencies 
have been created, but they still fall 
short of adequate financial aid to the 
farmer in the production and market- 


Will Confer With Bankers. 


With the approval of the President, 
Mr. Hoover will confer with bankers 
anc other loan agencies in the corn 
and wheat belts on the question of or- 
ganizing a more effective farm credit 
instrumentality. 

The United States is more than hold- 
ing its own in competition with other 
countries in foreign commerce, ac- 
cording to the information the Presi- 
dent obtained from Mr. Hoover. This 
is due to the increasing demand for 
our manufactured products abroad. 

The foreign commerce of European 
nations and of the world, Mr. Hoover 
reported, is now about the same in vol- 
ume as before the war. British for- 
eign trade has gained slightly while 
German and French has decreased. 
American exports, however, are 55 per 
cent and imports 37 per cent greater 
than before the war. 

Exports U. 8S. Basis of Strength. 

The balance of trade in our favor 
was less in the last fiscal year than 
the year before for two reasons. The 
price of wheat exported was lower 
so, that the value in dollars was less. 
The cost of rubber imported was high- 
er so that the value in dollars was 
larger. That made the difference be- 
tween exports value and imports value 
less. 

Our exports of manufactured articles, 
however, increased twelve per cent, in- 
dicating that we must look to our 
manufactures to maintain our position 
in world trade.

VALUE COUNTY’S 
PERSONALTY AT 
$1,400,000 LESS 


Assessors Cut Total to 
$47 3,420,230. 


The board of assessors has decided 
that personal property in Cook county 
is worth $1,467,898 less in 1926 than 
they valued it in the preceding year, 
according to official figures released 
yesterday. 

A statement prepared by Charles 
Ringer, secretary of the board, offered 
comparisons of the new figures with 
the valuations set by the board of 
review in 1925. This would show an 
increase in valuation of $60,776,316 for 
the county’s property. 

Grand Total Shows Drop. 

But the grand total of $473,420,230 
compares with the total of $474,888,.128 
set by the board of assessors in 1925. 
The board of review usually cuts the 
boatd of assessors’ valuations by 
seventy-five millions or thereabouts. 
Thus, those acquainted with the situa- 
tion pointed out, the county probably 
will receive less revenue in personal 
property taxes this year. 

The greatest increase in the valua- 
tions was for the South Town district 
which includes the,loop. The board of 
review last year set a valuation of 
$192,467,079 on personal property in 
this district. The board of assessors 
raised that value to $216,235,066 for 
this year. : 

Hyde Park Valuation Lower. 

In contrast, the Hyde Park district 
Was given a lower valuation. The board 
of review’s valuation last year was 
$38,600,755. The board of assessors de- 
cided that personal property, in that 
section is now worth only $37,809,320. 
That figure in turn will be slashed 
by the board of review this fall when 
it hears complaints from property 
owners. 


One of the interesting increases was | 


in Oak Park. Far behind Evanston in 
the board of review’s valuations for 
1925, it leaped ahead of the other sub- 
arb in the new figures. The valuation 
of personal property in Oak Park was 
raised from $3,321,902 to $5,522,146. In 
Evanston it was raised from $4,745,435 
to $5,089,329. 

The figures show the assessed values, 
which are one-half the full values.

The treaty making movement began 
immediately after the special session at 
Geneva, when Germany was to have 
been admitted as a permanent member 
of the council and when nothing was 
‘accomplished because of the claims of 
Spain, Brazil, and Poland to similar 
honor. Despite the efforts to modify 
the attitude of the various nations, it 
.is admitted in diplomatic circles that 
‘the situation has changed little since 
‘March and next month’s assembly | 
‘meeting will have to face the eame | 
‘problem with little prospect of a solu- 
| tion. 

_ Spain Offers Biggest Obstacle. 
Now that Brazil is out of the league 
it is Spain which presents the greatest 
obstacle. Gen. Primo de Rivera, the 
Spanish premier, has publicly taken an 
attitude from which it is difficult for 
him to retreat. There is too close a 
connection between Spain’s new treaty 
with Italy and her position with regard 
to the league for the French, at least.

It has been no secret for a long time 
that Premier Mussolini's attitude 
toward the league is not any too warm.

Three Circuit court judges, sitting in the Lee 
county Circuit court, have held that the Illinois 
primary election law is invalid. The case will go 
to the Supreme court in October. Few lawyers or 
- politicians in the stafé will be.astonished if the 
primary’law is found to be unconstitutional. 


The issue was one of minor character, found in 
® Dixon election precinct, where a precinct com- 
faitteeman, entitled to votes in accordance with the 
vote of the precinct for governor, was deprived ef 
all his extra votes because the precincts had been 
Pedistricted, and there was no way of telling what 
the vote for governor had been. It was a techni- 
tality of organization politics, but the three judges 
ruled that.“ the inequality caused by the commit- 
teeman losing his extra vote is a violation of the 
provision”of the Illinois constitution requiring all 
elections to be free and equal.” { 

An incidental reflection concerns the ability of 
@ precinct committeeman in a county convention 
to have a great weight of law brought to support 
his right and the right of his precinct to fair and 
equal representation and the inability of Cook 
eounty to recover its right to fair and equal repre- 
sentation in the state legislature, as required by 
the constitution. 

The precinct committeeman’s importance is that 
his unusual case is selected to bring the direct 
- primary system of nominations into court. It may 
be easier to prevent the readoption of a direct 
primary law by the legislature than to obtain the 
repea) of the law. The Supreme court has been 
severe on primary election legislation in this state. 
The first law, a delegation convention law, passed 
by Deneen, thiled in the Supreme court test. So 
algo did his second one. That has been the history 
of primary laws, direct or delegate, in the Supreme 
‘court. They have, in the opinion of the court, in- 
terfered with free elections, or they have delegated 
powers the legislature could not delegate. 

It is an old story of trying to get a primary law 
which would be wholly within the constitution, and 
it is almost as old a story of trying to get one 
which would promote the real political needs of 
the people who try to use it. The odium of con- 


trolled conventions was great in the days when 


the direct primary seemed to be the one relief 
_which could make ‘popular will and intelligence 
decisive. A political mechanism in operation gen- 
erally is seen for all its defects and vices, a 
method which is in prospect for all its virtues.

CHAMPIONSHIP. 


Some months ago Tue TRIBUNE said Chicago 
possessed the murder. championship of the United 
States because more murders took place here in a 
year than in any other city. That was true then 
and may still be true, but a St. Louis newspaper 


that the murder rate in Chicago is by no’means 
at the top of the list. St. Louis, with some 21 
murders per 100,000 inhabitants, is ahead of Chi- 
cago, with only 19; and both St. Louis and Chi- 
cago are not to be mentioned with Memphis, with 
a rate of 61. 


We think there is a good deal to be said for 
awarding the championship on the basis of popu- 
lation. At the same time we believe some con- 
sideration should be given to the wishes of pub- 
licists in other cemters of culture who for years 
have minimized the shortcoming of thetr own 
communities by pointing to the greater short- 
comings of Chicago. What is to become of them 
now? There is a good deal of satisfaction to be 
derived from the thought that your community is, 
in some respect, better than Chicago; but who 
would -bagst of being superior in any regard to 
Memphis (Tenn.), Jacksonville (Fla.) or St. Louis 
(Mo.)? It is one thing to be defeated by Dempsey 
and another to take the count from his sparring 
partner. | 


OUR AMBASSADORS. 


The Paris newspapers, commenting upon Am- 
bassador Herrick’s departure for Washington, call 
him ““France’s ambassador.” The designation ex- 
presses a sensegof Mr. Herrick’s friendliness for 
France and is intended as a compliment. If taken 
too seriously it would not be very helpful to his 
mission, if that mission is to bring about a dispo- 
sition to revise the terms of payment or cancel the 
French debt. Presumably we do not maintain an 
ambassador at Paris to be France’s ambassador, 
and unfortunately there is enough truth in this 
expression to give it a coloring unpleasant to 
Americans.

Opponents of a midwest chamber of 
commerce will be gled to grant the 
truth and good sense of these state- 
ments. But they will hasten to add not 
only that the statements are beside the 
point but that by implication they are 
strong arguments for, not against, a 
midwest chamber... . 

To get right down to cases, we have 
here in the middle west several prob- 
lems pecuiiar to this part of the nation 
which will take the combined effort of 
the eutire region to solve satisfactorily, 
problems relating to conservatién and 
control of our resources and distribution 
of our products. One of these problems, 
the development of the Mississippi river 
system as a carrier of commerce, is now 
being hamdled by a valley-wide organ- 
ization. Having as it@ backbone 400 
chambers of commerce throughout the 
Mississipp! valley, this organization has 
developed a policy which is supported 
without conflict in all parts of the mid- 
dle west. Because of this, there has been 
more progress toward completing this 
inland waterway system in the last 
three years than in the three decades 
preceding. 

The fact that the Mississippi valley is 
a definite geographical unit with its 
own pectiliar problems is complete jus- 
tification for an organization to cope 
with these problems, especially when the 
result of such organization has been so 
conclusively demonstrated, It becomes 
our prerogative to do for ourselves what 
we cannot expect others to do for us.

lf Bent on Dyeing, 
Avoid Preparations 
Containing Lead 


Dr. Frederic Damrau of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., says all the hair dyeing isn’t 
being done by women, although ’tis 
admitted the fair sex is using up much 
henna of one shade and another these 
days. 

He tells in an article in a monthly 
health publication of meeting a callow 
blonde youth who dyed his hair a jet 
black. The flapper whom he was court- 


ing simply could not tolerate a man 
who did not resemble Rudolph Valen- 
tino, so the poor boy dyed his hair 
rather than disappoint the girl. 
How frequently love turns the color 
of woman's hair I know not. It must 


be, though, that men favor blondes, | 
as is so frequently remarked. If not, | 
why the frequency of the peroxided 
head? In Hollywood one would hastily 
conclude after a short tour of the 
Studios that to be a movie star one had 
to be a blonde. But there is a reason 
for it. The blonder the hair, the more 
beautifully it photographs. 

Happily, bleaching the hair does not 
do it a great deal of harm, according 
to Dr. Damrau. It may become dry 
and brittle if persisted in long enough, 
but it does not interferé with its 
growth nor is the peroxide capable of 
the scalp damage that may be credited 
other dyes. | 

Henna, providing you get a becoming 
shade, isn’t poisonous. It is obtained 
from the powdered leaves of the plant, 
and is one of the oldest hair dyes 
known. 


If you are thinking of changing the 

color of your hair, the caution offered 
you here, free, is to avoid dyes contain- 
ing lead. Part of the bad name hair 
dyeing got arose in the old days when 
most hair dyes contained lead. Some 
of them still do, and against their use} 
you cannot be cautioned strongly 
enough. 
“The master culprit of them all,” 
thinks Dr. Damrau, “is the aniline dye 
paraphenylendiamine, used to dye the 
hair jet black.” 

It will dye the hair as black as you 
want it. About that there is no ques- 
tion, but it may at the same time cause 
violent inflammation of the skin and 
symptoms of poisoning. In Germany, 
France and Austria the sale of this 
dye is prohibited by law. 


BEAUTY ANSWERS 


MRS. J.: SOFT TISSUES ARE RE- 
sponsible for the fine lines which have 
formed around and under the eyes. 
To harden the tissues apply obsorbent ' 
cotton which has been dipped in cold | 
salt water. Have the water quite 
salty. Allow the cotton to remain on. 
for ten minutes, repeating several 
times during the day. :
